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Jeane  J.  Kirkpatrick 
Guest  Speaker 

at  Sisterhood  Sabbath  Service 

Jeane  J.  Kirkpatrick,  the  United  States 
Permanent  Representative  to  the  United  Na¬ 
tions,  will  be  the  keynote  speaker  on  the  oc¬ 
casion  of  Sisterhood  Sabbath,  Friday  even¬ 
ing,  October  29.  Appointed  by  President 
Reagan  in  January  of  1981,  she  is  the  first 
woman  to  serve  as  chief  United  States  repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  world  body.  She  also  serves 
as  a  member  of  President  Reagan’s  Cabinet. 

Prior  to  her  appointment  to  the  United 
States  Mission  to  the  United  Nations,  Am¬ 
bassador  Kirkpatrick  was  Leavey  University 
Professor  at  Georgetown  University  and 
Resident  Scholar  at  the  American  Enterprise 
Institute  for  Public  Policy  Research. 

A  prolific  writer  and  researcher,  she  has 
written  numerous  books,  monographs,  and 
articles  on  American  political  issues  and 
American  foreign  policy. 

Through  the  years  Ambassador  Kirk¬ 
patrick  has  lectured  extensively  in  the  United 
States  at  conferences  and  forums  on  political 
and  international  issues.  During  the  1980 
Presidential  campaign,  she  was  a  member  of 
President  Reagan’s  foreign  policy  advisory 
group. 

A  noted  academic,  she  has  received  many 
honors  and  grants.  Born  in  Duncan, 
Oklahoma,  she  earned  undergraduate 
degrees  from  Stephens  College  and  from 
Barnard  College.  She  received  both  her 
Masters  degree  and  her  Ph.D.  from  Colum¬ 
bia  in  political  science.  She  did  post-graduate 
work  at  the  Institute  of  Political  Science, 
University  of  Paris.  She  is  fluent  in  French 
and  in  Spanish. 

Ambassador  Kirkpatrick  is  married  and 
the  mother  of  three  sons.

As  Supervisor  of  Early  Childhood  Programs  for  District  22,  Harold  is  able  to  use  the  ex¬ 
perience  and  expertise  he  has  acquired  throughout  his  professional  life  as  a  writer,  coordinator 
and  supervisor  of  early  childhood  programs  in  the  city  schools  and  for  the  Board  of  Education. 
Before  assuming  the  position  of  Supervisor  last  year,  he  served  as  the  principal  of  PS  193, 
Brooklyn,  for  nine  years.  Prior  to  becoming  Principal,  he  was  a  Deputy  Superintendent  in 
charge  of  Curriculum  and  Instruction  and  a  coordinator  and  implementor  of  Headstart  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  Board’s  Bureau  of  Early  Childhood.  He  has  lectured  on  Early  Childhood  Educa¬ 
tion  at  numerous  New  York  City  colleges  and  has  served  as  an  educational  consultant. 

Harold  is  married  and  has  two  children.  The  First  grandchild  was  born  this  summer.

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Simhat  Torah 

If  I  could  ever  know  the  Rabbi  who 
created  Simhat  Torah,  I  would  propose  him 
for  a  Jewish  Nobel  Prize.  After  all,  he  put 
simhah  —  joy  —  squarely  in  front  of 
Torah,  and  such  a  distinguished  pair  of 
words  would  do  any  tradition  proud. 

Why  is  it  that  people  are  so  aware  of  sad¬ 
ness,  and  so  unaware  of  joy?  It  may  be  hard 
to  believe,  but  it  is  much  easier  to  bring 
people  out  for  events  of  mourning  than  it  is 
for  events  of  joy. 

I  even  met  someone  once  who  assumed 
that  the  Synagogue  was  a  place  to  come  on¬ 
ly  when  you  felt  particularly  sad.  After  all, 
don’t  mourners  come,  don’t  people  come 
when  they  are  troubled?  The  answer  is 
“Yes”.  That  is  as  it  should  be.  But  that  is 
not  all. 

The  reason  for  my  advocacy  of  a  special 
award  for  the  originator  of  Simhat  Torah  is 
that  he  made  a  good  point:  Torah  is  a  source 
of  joy.  The  Synagogue  is  a  place  to  dance. 
Religion  is  founded  upon  joy. 

That  is  an  obvious,  yet  forgotten  fact.  Re¬ 
ligion  in  the  Synagogue  should  reflect  at  least 
as  much  joy  as  it  does  serenity. 

I  will  go  further. 

If  I  could  make  a  big  sign  and  place  it  in 
Central  Park,  I  think  I  would  have  it  read: 
“Bring  Joy!”  And  that  is  what  I  would  like 
everyone  to  do,  every  institution  and  every 
person:  to  specialize  in  bringing  joy,  as  on 
Simhat  Torah.

A  quick  glance  through  the  newly  publish¬ 
ed  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies 
brochure  reveals  an  offering  of  courses  sure 
to  be  of  interest  to  everyone.  Whatever  your 
interest,  from  language  study  to  Haute 
Cuisine,  there  is  a  course  being  offered  for 
you. 

As  in  past  years.  Rabbi  Harlan  J. 
Wechsler,  our  Assistant  Rabbi,  continues  to 
explore  the  intricacies  of  Talmudic  thought.

P.M.,  the  Social  Action  Committee  of  The 
Rabbinical  Assembly  is  sponsoring  a  con¬ 
ference  which  will  take  place  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  Open  to  the  public,  this  con¬ 
ference  on  Religion,  the  State  and  the 
American  Future  will  relate  the  traditions  of 
Judaism  to  the  individual’s  search  for  a 
humane  and  just  society.

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  honors  Arnold  L.  Sabin  as  Hatan  Bereshit  in  recognition  of  his 
service  to  the  synagogue  and  to  the  Jewish  community.  A  Vice  President  of  the  congregation 
and  Chairman,  for  the  past  five  years,  of  the  annual  Seminary  dinner,  Arnold  in  his  profes¬ 
sional  and  private  life  exemplifies  those  rare  qualities  of  loyalty,  devotion  and  hard  work  in 
everything  he  undertakes  to  do. 

He  received  his  B.S.  degree  in  Business  Administration  from  Syracuse  University  where 
he  was  a  member  of  Phi  Epsilon  Pi  fraternity.  A  firm  believer  in  education,  he  has  continued 
through  the  years  to  take  adult  education  courses  and  has  been  a  guest  lecturer  at  New  York 
University  as  well. 

At  the  age  of  17  he  enlisted  in  the  Army  Air  Force  (World  War  II)  and  while  awaiting 
training  as  an  Aviation  Cadet  became  a  Control  Tower  Operator  (Air  Traffic  Controller)  in 
the  Eastern  Flying  Training  Command  at  Spence  Army  Air  Base  in  Moultrie,  Georgia. 

He  is  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  Treasurer  of  Foreston  Coal  International  Inc.,  and 
its  domestic  affiliate,  Foreston  Coal  Sales  Co.,  Inc.  A  former  trustee  of  the  Lenox  School,  he 
is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Brooklyn  Philharmonic  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  a  founder  of  the  Mt.  Sinai  Medical  Center  of  Greater  Miami.

Three  New  Exhibits  At 
Jewish  Museum  This  Fall 

Featured  at  the  Jewish  Museum,  Fifth 
Avenue  at  92nd  Street,  this  fall  are  three  ex¬ 
hibits  which  examine  artists’  portrayal  of  the 
Jewish  community  of  17th  century  Amster¬ 
dam,  18th  and  19th  century  Frankfurt  and 
Istanbul  and  20th  century  America. 

“The  Jews  In  The  Age  of  Rembrandt” 
can  be  seen  through  December  5.  The  show 
contains  more  than  50  works,  including  etch¬ 
ings,  engravings  and  mezzotints. 

“A  Tale  of  Two  Cities”,  an  exhibit  of 
Jewish  life  in  Frankfurt  and  Istanbul  from 
1750  -  1870,  will  be  on  view  through  the 
winter  of  1983.  It  is  the  First  exhibit  in  this 
country  to  compare  and  contrast  the 
lifestyles  and  customs  of  the  two  major 
Jewish  ethnic  groups,  the  Ashkenazim  and 
the  Sephardim. 

“Max  Weber:  American  Modern”  will 
feature  150  of  Weber’s  paintings,  sculptures, 
prints  and  drawings.  This  exhibit  opens  Oc¬ 
tober  5  and  runs  through  January  16.  Some 
works  included  in  the  show  have  not  been 
shown  before.  The  exhibition  is  considered 
to  be  the  most  comprehensive  retrospective 
ever  mounted  of  Weber,  an  American 
modernist  who  frequently  painted  Jewish 
subjects.

Weekend  Events  Conclude 
Year  of  Celebration 

Mr.  Marvin  Kalb,  NBC  News  Chief 
Diplomatic  Correspondent,  will  join  Dr. 
Gerson  D.  Cohen,  Chancellor  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America,  and  Rab¬ 
bi  Judah  Nadich  as  a  featured  speaker  at  the 
Centennial  Celebration  of  the  congregation, 
Sunday,  November  14  at  3  P.M. 

This  Sunday  afternoon  program  will  cli¬ 
max  a  weekend  of  historically  significant 
events  for  the  congregation  which  will  begin 
on  Friday  evening,  November  12  with  the 
Liturgical  Music  Service  and  continue  with 
Shabbat  morning  Services  on  November  13. 

Because  trees  need  to  be  planted  by  Oc¬ 
tober  in  order  to  get  the  proper  start,  the  tree 
planting  which  is  planned  as  part  of  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Celebration  will  take  place  on  Sun¬ 
day,  October  17  at  12:15  P.M.  The  congre¬ 
gation  is  welcome  to  join  the  children  of  the 
Religious  School  and  their  families  in 
witnessing  the  tree  planing  on  the  southeast 
corner  of  87th  Street  and  Madison  Avenue. 


Marvin  Kalb 

Marvin  Kalb  joined  NBC  news  in  July, 
1980,  as  chief  diplomatic  correspondent  in 
Washington,  D.C.  He  appears  regularly  on 
“NBC  Nightly  News”  and  is  a  permanent 
panel  member  of  “Meet  the  Press.”  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  reports  on  NBC  News  documen¬ 
taries  and  “instant  specials.” 

Kalb  came  to  NBC  News  from  CBS  News, 
which  he  joined  in  1957  as  a  reporter/writer 
in  New  York,  and  chief  researcher/writer  on 
the  “Where  We  Stand”  series.  In  August, 
1959,  he  covered  then-Vice  President 
Richard  Nixon’s  trip  to  Russia,  and  reported 
on  the  famous  “kitchen  debate”  between 
Nixon  and  Nikita  Khrushchev. 

In  April,  1963,  he  was  appointed  the  first 
diplomatic  correspondent  for  CBS  News  in 
Washington.  Over  the  past  25  years,  he  has 
traveled  with  almost  every  United  States 
President  and  Secretary  of  State  on  their 
trips  abroad. 

Kalb  won  an  Emmy  for  his  reporting  from 
Moscow  in  1962-63,  and  has  received  nine 
Overseas  Press  Club  awards  for  best  foreign 
affairs  reporting. 

Kalb,  a  native  of  New  York  City, 
graduated  from  the  City  College  of  New 
York.  He  attended  graduate  school  at  Har¬ 
vard,  Columbia  and  Middlebury,  and  receiv¬ 
ed  an  M.A.  from  Harvard  in  Russian  and 
Chinese  history.  After  serving  in  the  Army 
from  1953-1955,  he  returned  to  Harvard 
where  he  taught  Russian  history  and  com¬ 
pleted  his  studies  for  a  Ph.D.  in  that  subject. 


Dr.  Gerson  D.  Cohen 

Dr.  Gerson  D.  Cohen  is  Chancellor  and 


Jacob  H.  Schiff  Professor  of  History  at  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America. 

Prior  to  his  appointment  as  Chancellor  in 
July,  1972,  Dr.  Cohen  served  the  Seminary 
as  its  Librarian  and  Visiting  Professor  of 
Jewish  Literature  and  Institutions.  He  was 
Gustav  Gottheil  Lecturer  in  Semitic 
Languages  at  Columbia  University  from 
1950  to  1960,  and  from  1963  to  1970  was  a 
full-time  member  of  the  Columbia  faculty 
serving  as  Professor  of  History  and  Director 
of  the  Center  of  Israel  and  Jewish  Studies. 

A  graduate,  with  special  honors,  of  City 
College  of  New  York,  where  he  was  elected 
to  Phi  Beta  Kapa,  Dr.  Cohen  also  holds 
degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of  Hebrew 
Literature  from  the  Seminary,  which  ordain¬ 
ed  him  in  1948.  He  received  his  doctorate  in 
Semitic  Languages  from  Columbia  in  1958. 
In  1976,  Princeton  University  awarded  him 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 
New  York  University  gave  him  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  in  1978,  and  the 
Graduate  Center  of  the  City  University  of 
New  York  awarded  him  that  degree  in  1979. 

In  1979,  Dr.  Cohen  travelled  to  Spain  to 
work  with  the  National  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  on  a  one-hour  documentary:  “Sunlight 
and  Shadow  —  the  Golden  Age  of  Spanish 
Jewry,”  which  was  telecast  nationally  in 
1978.  In  the  spring  of  1979,  he  made  a 
similar  trip  to  Italy,  to  prepare  a  television 
special,  “Talent  for  Life,”  on  the  Jews  of 
the  Italian  Renaissance. 

Among  his  publications  are  a  critical  edi¬ 
tion  and  commentary  of  Abraham  Ibn 
Daud’s  Book  of  Tradition  (Sefer  Ha-Qabba- 
lah),  a  history  of  Jews  and  Judaism  written 
in  12th  century  Spain  (1967);  and  Gaonim  in 
Modern  Jewish  Historiography  (1972). 


Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 

Rabbi  Nadich  needs  no  introduction  to 
the  congregation  of  which  he  has  been  spirit¬ 
ual  leader  for  twenty-five  years.  He  was 
honored  by  the  congregation  at  a  luncheon 
last  May  marking  the  25th  anniversary  of  his 
election  to  the  pulpit  of  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  in  May  of  1957. 

He  is  the  past  president  of  The  Rabbinical 
Assembly,  The  Association  of  Jewish  Chap¬ 
lains  of  the  Armed  Forces,  The  Jewish  Book 
Council  of  America  and  former  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  Hadoar,  the  American  Hebrew 
weekly  magazine.  He  is  a  Vice  President  of 
the  Jewish  Braille  Institute  and  a  member  of 
its  Board  of  Directors.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  on  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America.  He  serves  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Federation  of  Jewish 
Philanthropies  of  New  York,  the  National 
Jewish  Welfare  Board  and  its  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Schocken  Library  and 
Research  Institute  in  Jerusalem.  He  is  a 


member  of  the  Committee  on  Religious  Af¬ 
fairs  of  Federation  and  is  past  Chairman  of 
the  Commission  on  Jewish  Chaplaincy  of  the 
Jewish  Welfare  Board. 

Rabbi  Nadich  is  an  author,  editor  and 
translator.  His  most  recent  book,  to  be 
published  this  winter,  is  Jewish  Legends  of 
the  Second  Commonwealth.  He  was  ordain¬ 
ed  by  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America,  which  also  awarded  him  degrees  of 
Master  of  Hebrew  Literature,  Doctor  of 
Hebrew  Literature  and  Doctor  of  Divinity 
{honoris  causa).  He  received  his  B.A.  degree, 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  from  CCNY  and  his  Master 
of  Arts  degree  from  Columbia. 

Cantor  Preparing  Unusual 

Liturgical  Musical  Service 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  is  preparing  an 
unusual  liturgical  music  service  which  will  set 
the  joyous  tone  of  the  entire  weekend  of  the 
Centennial  Celebration. 

He  has  commissioned  Ralph  Schlossberg, 
whose  music  has  been  so  enjoyed  by  the  con¬ 
gregation  in  the  past,  to  compose  a  setting 
for  Psalm  98.  (He  has  also  asked  Cantor 
Schlossberg  to  prepare  an  arrangement  of  his 
Sheheheyanu  for  the  Sunday  program.  This 
musical  setting  was  sung  by  Cantor  Lefkow¬ 
itz,  accompanied  by  Neil  Robinson,  at  the 
luncheon  honoring  Rabbi  and  Mrs.  Nadich 
last  May.) 

As  a  result  of  the  research  he  has  con¬ 
ducted  into  the  musical  archives  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  Cantor  Lefkowitz  is  in 
the  process  of  arranging  a  Friday  night 
Liturgical  Music  Service  in  which  music,  us¬ 
ed  by  Cantor  Sukoenig  (Cantor  Putterman’s 
predecessor)  in  the  early  decades  of  this  cen¬ 
tury,  as  well  as  music  by  Isador  Geller  (or¬ 
ganist  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  1915-1952) 
will  be  heard  again  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years.  Musical  settings,  commissioned  by  the 
synagogue  over  the  years  by  Cantor  Putter- 
man  for  this  Friday  night  Service,  also  will  be 
heard. 

Our  organist,  Neil  Robinson,  has  also 
composed  music  for  the  service.  The  music 
setting  for  Kiddush,  composed  for  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  by  Abraham  Kaplan  and 
premiered  in  concert  with  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Chorale  in  1979,  will  be  heard 
once  again.
